Love’ and 'I Started A Joke! - and I am sure you like them. My favourite from 
the album is Kilburn Towers.

When I was first planning this newsletter, I had the idea of doing a 
profile on each member of the Bee Gees, Owing mainly to the fact that so 
many of you have written in, wanting to know what they're really like. 
However, at the moment they are still in the States, so I thought it would 
be nice to get the wives! points of view on Vince and Colin. 


In the next newsletter I will try and get Mrs Gibb to tell us a bit 
about her three boys. And then, in the Christmas newsletter, we will have 
the boys talking about themselves. The results of which could be very 
interesting!!! 


First I spoke to Dianne about Vince. 

"It's very hard for me to describe Vince. Perhaps because I'm so close 
to him. I suppose he's soft-ndtured - sometimes (I think) too much so. 
Easily, his best quality is thoughtfulness. He always remembers to buy 
small presents for friends - and I know they appreciate it. And, well, I 
never have to worry about anniversaries or birthdays because he just remembers." 

Seeing as we touched on the subject of anniversaries I decided to ask 
Dainne where she first met Vince. ‘ 

“Oh gosh...it was so long ago! I remember now, it was at a holiday 
resort called The Entrance. I was only fifteen at the time and Vince nearly 
17.: Vince was playing in a group and I was on holiday. Gee, when I think 
it was five or six years ago now..! We got engaged about two years later 
and then were married on 1st October, 1966. We had quite a big wedding in 
a place called Cronulla. I hada long white satin dress, and a bouquet of 
gladiola roses," : RA 
Dianne who is five foot nothing, with short cropped hair and a warm smile, 
scratched her head again as she returned to the qualities of Vince. And 
the question was, does he ever have a bad temper? 

"The only time I see him get aunoyed", she said, "is when he finds people 
are insincere. This really annoys him = maybe bécause he's so sincere 
himself. He's quite a plecid person, but of course he's human, and does blow 
up now and again. Res 

The only way Dianne thinks her husband has changed over the years is that 
he's grown-up a lot. 

"Since we married, he's learned to accept responsibility. I know he'd 
love to go back to australia because he's a family man and he really misses 
his family. But he knows that England is the place to be if you're a musician, 
and he lives for music". 

What did Dianne think Vince would be if he weren't a guitarist? 

"Oh gee, you'll probably laugh! I think he would be an accountant - he 
loves juggling with figures. The medicine bit you read about in the papers 
was not Vince's idea. His father wanted him to be a doctor, but that was 


not what Vince wanted. 

"I really can't tell you anymore. I know what I feel for him, but it's 
hard to explain to someone else". 

And as afitting end, Joanne came in with this remark about Vince; 

"I consider it a great privilege to be one of Vince's friends, as he 
will always go out of his way to help you and he is such a sincere person," 


Then I got Joanne, Colin's new wife, to talk about her husband. 

"I think it's easier for me to talk about Colin as I'm still finding 
out new things every day. Ina lot of respects, I think he is like Vince, 
especially where sincerity is concerned, towards his friends. If he likes a 
person he will go out of his way to help them; but if he doesn't like them, 
then he doesn't make any false pretences. He is a very good judge of 
people. 

"He's quite a serious person, That doesn't mean to say he hasn't a 
sense of humour - when he gets going he is hilarious, but a bit dry. The 
main thing in his life - as everyone knows, is cars, One thing that annoys 
Colin is when people say how much they love American cars - he thinks they 
are such ugly things. Another touchy subject with Colin is single mindedness 
in music. He thinks the only way to find out about music is to listen to 
all types. 

I asked Joanne if anything annoyed her about Colin. 

"I'm sure I could think of lots of annoying things about him, but the main 
one is when I rush home to cook an elaborate meal and he looks down at it, 
and says he'd just prefer steak! That's his favourite dish! They say the way 
to a man's heart is through his tomach, and I think with Colin this is true." 

"He's quite a domesticated person and always helps me with the chores". 

"I think if he wasn't in a pop group, he would like to go back to films. 
But then, if he couldn't be ANYTHING in the entertainment field, I'm sure he 
would become an interior decorator. He's designed most of our home, nd 
it's great! 

"Tf I had to describe him in a few words, I would say, very down-to-earth, 
good-natured, and considerate".
